NEW ‘‘ EVERYMAN ”' 
VOLUMES. 


IGHT volumes are added this week by 
Messrs. J. M. Dent and Sons to their 
well-known Everyman’s Library. Anthony 
Trollope’s ‘Phineas Finn, the Irish 
Member,” first published as a book in 
1869, occupies two volumes, 2nd is intro- 
duced by Mr. Hugh Walpole. “ Manon 
Lescaut,’’ by the Abbé Prévost, and 
‘‘Carmen,’’ by Prosper Mérimée, are pub- 
lished in a single volume, with an intro- 
duction by Mr. Philip Henderson. 

An especially interesting addition to the 
series is an eighteenth century translation 
in two volumes’ of Moliére’s Comedies, 
with an introduction by Professor F. C 
Green. A selection of Leigh Hunt’s Fssays 
is introduced by Mr. J. B, Priestley. A 
work of remarkable importance in the 
history of humanitarian reform, John 
Howard’s “'The State of the Prisons.’’ 
affords interesting glimpses of prison con- 
ditions throughout Britain and Ireland in 


the latter decades of the eighteenth 
century. 
A valuable volume contains Lewis 


Carroll’s two masterpieces, together with 
his other comic works, such as ‘‘ The Hunt- 
ing of the Snark.’’ . The author’s own 
illustrations adorn the “ Alice ” tales. 


‘* Treason AND Tracepy.’’—This book, by 
George Adam (Cape, 10s. 6d. net) gives ac- 
counts of famous treason cases of modern 
times, such as that of Bolo, the Caillaux 
affair, and the Malvy affair. 


“Beauv Geste.’’—Mr, John Murray has 
~vublished a new edition (2s. net) of Major 
C. Wren’s fine story, which ought to widen 
the circle of admirers of the Geste brothers 
until it includes all classes of the reading 
public, The volume is well printed.

TE behaviour of animals, particularly 
insects; has always attracted a 


number of observers. The subject is one 
of extraordinary. interest both to the 


the layman; who reads about it. The 
recent lication of some of Fabre’s 
works’ in a cheap edition indicates that 
the public. is intefested in this. kind of 
science. However, the study oí insect 
behaviour is. 4 very. serious. branch of 
science. Many psychologiste, believing in 
mental as well as bodily evolution, natur- 
ally turn to a study of the lower animals 
for information concerning the working of 
minds simpler than the human mind. One 
of the “important. problems before the 
comparative psychologist is the develop- 
ment of intelligence, and the existence of 
intelligence in the lower animals has to be 
demonstrated before this problem can be 
attacked on evolutionary. lines. 

Major Kingston has written his book 
with this objective in view. He devotes 
nearly one-half of it to detailed-descrip- 
tions of such acts of behaviour on the 
part of wasps, spiders, ants, beetles, etc., 
as exhibit intelligence. The evidence 
quoted is largely supplied from his own 
observations in India over. a period of 
severiteén years, but it is ‘supplemented 
with,.accounts by other observers such as 
Fabrey thé Peckhains and others of unim- 
peachable reébute. “He makes a very good 
cage ‘forthe existence of intelligence in 
insects, and the book; from this point of 
view,. is att importaht contribution to the 
subjéct. 

The rest of the book is mainly devoted 
to the different phases which instinct dis- 
plays. This portion..of the book makes 
very. interesting redding, especially the 
accounts of the experiments conducted by 
the author on many of the instincts. The 
concluding chapters give a good summary 
of the evidence set out in the book, but do 
not contribute much to the larger issues 
involved. . The book is illustrated by a 
number of drawings which add to the 
value of the text.

R. WALTER BELL, who has already 
discoursed learnedly ón the Great 
Fire and the Great Plague, has placed 
lovers of London under a further debt of 
gratitude by his latest volurfie. It may 
be questioned if the story of the police- 
man who captured Charles Peace, or King 
Charles’s imprisonment’ in the Isle of 
Wight, or Izaak Walton’s fishing, are 
properly London subjects, but none can 
question the right of Lady Jane Grey, 
Hoare’s Bank, the Jerusalem Chamber, 
the Whittington Seal, and Easter in the 
Tower, to be included. 

Most of us know . the “ Jerusalem 
Chamber only by what Shakespeare has 
told us of it; Mr. Bell tells us the whole 
story, how it was built by Abbot 
Lytlyngton, how Henry 1V. drew his last 
breath lying on a pallet by the wood fire, 
and how at a later date the Westminster 
Assembly met there in Charles’s troubled 
reign. We share his regret that such an 
historic room is not more easily accessible 
to the public. 

A further essay is concerned with the 
burial places of the Plantagenets, the 
Tudors and the Stuarts, while an entry 
in the register of St. Andrews, recording 
the burial of *‘ John Knill, Esq., Gray's 
Inn,” sends him on a legitimate excursion 
farther afield, to tel] of the vain Cornish- 
man, Collector of Customs at St. Ives, 
who built his tomb there, and left sufh- 
cient money to ensure that every five 
years there should be dancing and eating 
and drinking to his memory. 

The book is, on the whole, a careful 
piece of work, but we would suggest that 
the name of the learned antiquary who 
traced the actual site of Pepys’s birth- 
place in Salisbury Court was “ Walter 
Whitear,’’ not Alfred Whitier.

To write the 
Life of Cardinal Wolsey is, in very truth, 
a great work—so great that, though some 
have essayed to do it, yet it has never 
“been done with a satisfactory complete- 
ness. ...Cavendish’s is a delightful sketch 
of his master, written for the purpose of 
‘vindicating that master’s memory . from 
the calumnies and unfairnesses which had 
overlain it. The loyalty of the Gentleman- 
Usher manifests itself throughout the 
narrative, but: more -especially in. the 
fulness of detail that marks with a halo 
of dignity and broken grandeur the closing 
scenes of the Cardinal’s career. 

The labours of Dr. Richard Fiddes and. 
Mr..John Galt were more ambitious; but, 
though their Lives of Wolsey are helpful 
to the historian, they have only served to 
point forwards to a time when the great 
work should be at length accomplished. 

Bishop Creighton’s “‘ Wolsey ” is a mere 
essay, though an excellent one, on Wolsey’s 
statesmanship and the significance of his 
achievements. More recently the Rev. E. 
L. Taunton and Mr. Ernest Law have 
provided us with glimpses of certain 
phases of his character, or of his 
marvellous executive abilities. Their 
books, however, have added almost nothing 
to our knowledge. From the perusal] of 
the works hitherto written about the 
famous Cardinal, whether by way of 
biography or history, we rise with a pro- 
found feeling of dissatisfaction, realising 
that the great Life of Wolsey—one worthy 
of him—has not yet appeared. 


When Dr. Pollard’s ‘‘ Wolsey’’ came 
into our hands we turned to it with 
large expectations. He will compre- 
hendingly excuse us, if we say that we 
entertained hopes that were too high. 
Our hopes would not, indeed, have been 
of an inordinate kind, if there had been 
already in existence a fairly sufficient 
biography. Just because there is not any 
such, and just because we are aware of 
the exceptional ability, insight and learn- 
ing of Dr. Pollard as an historian, we 
took up his latest publication almost with 
a sigh of pleasure that the great Life of 
Wolsey had at last seen the light. Our 
examination of his book has created in us 
a sense of disillusionment. We had, per- 
haps, looked for too much or demanded 
realisation too soon. 

In “ Wolsey” Dr. Pollard has added very 
considerably to our knowledge, especially 
regarding the administration of the law 
during Wolsey’s career; he has made clear 
what an eminent legist was that wonderful 
man. Dr, Pollard devotes his book, 


to him the poet’s jocular thanks for a gift of | 


mainly, to the illustration of the means 
whereby the Cardinal effected what Galt, 
at the beginning of Book VII. of his 
“Life of Cardinal Wolsey,’’ had only 
indicated, viz.—the general prosperity and 
security of life and property in England 
during the time when Wolsey held the 
reins of power. 

Dr. Pollard does not pretend that his 
book is a biography; he admits—though 
the words are not his—that his book might 
be described, after the French fashion, 
as ‘‘ Mémeires pour servir a U histoire de,”’ 
ete. He declares that it contains the 
collected results of research and opinion of 
many years, that it forms a complement 
to his ‘‘Henry VIII.,’’ that it has been 
built up on his Ford Lectures of March, 
1928. The book itself bears testimony to 
his assertions; it wears the look of a 
supplement, not that of a whole complete 
in itself, but of an addition to a more 
perfect composition. When will the 
‘‘ great work ' be written? Who will be 
the well-furnished scholar that shall 
accomplish it? Dr. Pollard has all the 
qualities needed for it, but will he under- 
take it? Perhaps—who knows ? 


The book, consisting of pp. 1-xvi., 1-395, 
is divided into nine chapters. The first 
chapter is introductory .in character, 
under the title '“ Wolsey’s Advent.’’ The 
next four—‘‘The Problem of Church and 
State,” “Lord Chancellor,’’ ‘‘ Prime 
Minister,” “ Papal Legate ’’—deal largely 
with the legal and administrative 
problems of that age.

MENTAL TESTS. 


Ammons the many changes that have 
taken place recently in education one 
of the most important is the reform of the 
examination system. Those who believed 
that the old type of examination suffered 
from many weaknesses constructed a new 
type now generally known as “ mental 
tests’’ which is supposed to overcome the 
deficiencies in the old. Among the 
advantages of the new examination is the 
fact that examiners who correct the 
papers all arrive at the same mark. 
Many teachers jumped at these mental 
tests, probably because of this advantage, 
and we find the whole of the American 
primary and secondary school system held 
tightly in their grip at present. There is 
sonie considerable following in European 
countries, too. Mr. Hamilton thinks that 
these reformers have, like many others, 
gone tod far, and his book is a criticism, 


i on the whole, destructive, it must be ad- 


mitted, of both systems. This, however, 
is no disadvantage, for his criticism is 
based on the principles of éxamining. 

The chief difference between the two 
types is this—The old examination paper 
consisted of a comparatively small number 
of questions, some or all of which admitted 
of alternative solutions and of varying 
degrees of correctness in the answer. The 
new examination paper consists of a large 
number of questions (up to 400 on an 
intelligence test) to each of which there is 
only one correct answer, which can be 
marked right or wrong instantly. This is 
the way in which mathematical accuracy 
is obtained, but the splitting of the subject 
into such tiny parts seems to Mr. 
Hamilton too big a price to pay for the 
advantage gained. 

His criticism goes further than this; for 
he shows that the examiner sometimes does 
not know what mental process or quality 
he is investigating or, if he does know it, 
does . . not... measure.,.if because . the 
assumptions he is making are not justi- 
fied. These form a couple of the author’s 
attacks on these examination systems, and 
everyone. who. has.to.conduct any examina- 
tion, oral or written, will profit largely 
from reading this book. It provides food 
for thought for any examiners who will 
take the trouble to study it, and teachers 
certainly should read it, even though the 
teacher’s uses of examinations are not dis- 
cussed verv fully. '

ANOTHER WAR NOVEL. 


HEN Mr. James Lansdale Hodson 
published some North Country plays 

last year it was evident that here was a 
writer of mark. His novel, “Tall 


Chimneys,’’ which dealt with the indus-. 


trial “" ‘~ +he same powerful and sombre 
style, sustained -that 
promise. It ranked 
him at once among 
the novelists whose 
work must be followed. 
Now he gives us a 
war novel which is 
likely to prove as 
popular among novels 
as Mr. Sherrifí s 
** Journey’s End”’ 
among plays, 
although, speaking 
critically, we are con- 
strained to remark 
that it has more of 
i the careful, faithful, 
photographic journalist than of the artist 
in its composition. This is a moving and 
a fine book, but its strength is in the 
accuracy of its reporting, save only in the 
terrible last page; which rises into creative 
vigour and appals the mind. 

Where the author fails is in the neglect 
of chacacter- drawing. His soldier is but 
an impersonal mirror over which pass the 
dreadful shapes of war: he is not a living 
person, endowed with individuality, whom 
we would like to meet. In his other novel 
and in his plays Mr. Hodson showed that 
he can create character as well as describe 
objective things. 

The publishers, on the “jacket,” say 
that the book depicts ‘‘the degradation 
and corruption of the trenches’’; but we 
discern neither of these lurid qualities. 
The reality is not darkened by ‘‘ degrada- 
tion and corruption,” unless the weaken- 
ing of human fibre under superhuman 
strain by ‘‘degradation and corruption.’’ 
The hero, after so long an endurance, 
yearns for safety ; but we do not feel him 
less the hero because he is a man with no 
more thana man’s courage and endurance. 
Rather do we admire the more men who 
feared and yet went through with their 
task to the end. Amid so much that is 
morbid in modern fiction this is a whole- 
some book. It glosses nothing, and yet 
uplifts our faith in human nature.

The original copy, which 
was printed and illuminated by Blake in 1794, 
was lent to the publishers, at his own sugges- 
tion, by the late Baron Dimsdale. It resembles 
‘The Marriage of Heaven and Hell,” which 
we reviewed, when it was reproduced in a 
similar volume, a year ago. Of the six 
original copies of the work extant, four are 
in America. Mrs. Plowman argues that the 
divergences of these copies one from another 
are intentional; that Blake sought to make 
every volume that he issued unique. 


‘‘SomMEwWHERE IN ENGLAND.’’—Here is 
another volume in a series already }jopular 
among lovers of horses, sport, and poetry 
(Constable, 14s. net). It contains hunting 
verses by Captain Edric G. Roberts, and eight 
mounted colour plates by Lionel ‘Edwards. 
Of the poems, the title poem, perhaps, is the 
best. ‘‘Somewhere in England are horses 
out grazing’’; do they recall their olden 
hunts with the pack across the fields that 
now they crop? That is the theme. The 
ballads also are good—especially that which 
describes “The Evening Hunt.” Mr. 
Edwards’s picture, ‘‘ Hunting in Devon,” is 
full of ripe colour and mist and wintry sky. 


‘THe Vamprre IN Eungopg.'— This book 
hy Montague Summers(Kegan Paul, 15s. net)

After searching in vain for the required 
volume, he promised to make inquiries 
and to consult an expert about it. When 
the teacher returned two days later, the

I have a brother 
who is a Jesuit, and 1 thought he would 
like to have the book,” was the reply. 
‘Well, if you had a million dollars you 
might be able to buy a few copies of the 
‘Jesuit Relations,’ but not all of them,” 
said the expert. 

The ‘‘Relations’’ begin with the 
arrival of the Jesuits in New France in 
1611. They came as missionaries in 
the wake of the French conquest of 
Canada, and to the North of what is now 
the United States. Penetrating from the 
Atlantic seaboard to Minnesota and down 
the Mississippi to the Gulf of Mexico, they 
always accompanied the explorers and 
trappers. As missionaries they were almost 
indefatigable, carrying their work far 
beyond the foremost of the settlements 
which crent slowly westward. Thus, when 
the grandiose plans of colonisation failed 
and the fringe of civilisation was pushed 
back on Montreal, the Jesuits were 
hundreds of miles to the West, living 
among the savages and striving to convert 
them to Christianity. 

LETTERS FROM THE WILD. 

Their position was less precarious than 
we might suppose, because they were 
dealing with Indians who had not yet 
come into a conflict of arms with the 
white man. Nevertheless, it was a posi- 
tion requiring tact and _ fearless 
perseverance. Its difficulties are not 
underrated in those long letters describing 
tha problems of native life and the 
troubles of men who had been highly 
educated in European colleges, trained to 
observe and to obey, and now found them- 
selves living among tribes of uncultured 
pagans, whose delights Jay in war and in 
the spoils of a sudden victory, gained by 
stratagem or stealth of movement. 

Naturally, one expects to find in these 
letters many fascinating stories and a 
mass of interesting details for the study 
of Indian tribalism. They do not dis- 
appoint. Indeed, the French Kings and 
their courtiers, anxious as to the fate of 
New France, and sharing in the general 
European wonder about the New World, 
are said to have read the “ Jesuit 
Relations ’’ with the utmost interest. 
These letters, when reproduced during the 
two centuries in which they were 
appearing, became “ best sellers,’’ and the 
originals, scattered among many European 
libraries, vet carefully preserved, would 
rost. as the expert estimated, quite a 
million dollars to-day. 


THE FRENCH REGIME. 

It seems to be a pity, therefore, that 
when Mr. Reuben Thwaites, Secretary of 
the Wisconsin Historical Society, edited 
the series in 1902, he issued only 750 sets 
of’ seventy-three volumes apiece. These 
were soon bought up, and to-day the 
general reader must turn to the pages of 
Parkman’s ‘‘ Conspiracy of Pontiac’’ (fo 
be found in the “ Everyi.an Series’’), if 
he would observe how history has been 


written out of the pages of the 
“ Relations.’’ In his other volumes, too, 
Parkman makes grea) use of them in 


relating how France won and lost a vast 
Empire to North America. In order to 
explain the environment of the writers, 


a passage may be chosen’ from 
Mr. Thwaites’s introduction to the 
“ Relations.’’ :— 

“Many of the ‘Relations’ were 
written in Indian camps, amid a chaos 
of distraction. Insects innumerable 
tormented the journalists. They were 
immersed in scenes of squalor and 
degradation, overcome by fatigue and 


lack of proper sustei.cnce. often suffering 
from wounds and disease. Not 
seldom had savage stnerstition risen to 
such a height that to be seen making a 
memorandum was to arouse the ferocious 
We gain from these 
pages a vivid picture of life in the 
primeval forest as the writer lived it; we 
seem to see him on his long canoe 
journeys, squatting among his tawny 
fellows, working his passage at the 
pad “:s and carrying cargoes on the 
portage trail. Arrived at last at his 
journey’s end, we find him seeking for 
shelter in the squalid huts of the natives 
with every man’s hand against him, but 
his heart open to them all. We seem to 
see the rising storm of opposition aroused 
by the native medicine men. We seem in 
the ‘Relations’ to know the crafty 
savage, to measure hiin intellectually as 
well as physically, his inmost thoughts 
as well as his open speech. Few periods 
of history are so well illuminated as the 
French régime in North America. This 
we owe in large measure to the existence 
of the ‘ Relations.’ ’’ 


MANNERS AND CUSTOMS. 

A few words may be added on the con- 
tents of these remarkable records. It 
should be remembered that they were 
written as official reports to ecclesiastical 
superiors and not to amuse curious 
readers. By means of the excellent index 
one can turn at will to the subject of 
investigation. For exainple, the social 
status of women among the various Indian 
tribes encountered was a subject of 
constant reference. We learn that, 
although the womenfolk were regarded as 
slaves, and even were ill-treated by some 
tribes, others accorded them very definite 
privileges. Among the Montagnais the 
squaws had power and equality with men 
The won.en claimed, and were admitted, 
to be the possessors of the children in 
another tribe. Elsewhere only mothers 


might eat bears’ flesh, which was an 
especially favoured dish. Among the 
Oneidas nation the women acted as 


chiefs alternately with the men, and there 
were ‘also female chiefs of the Maskoki 
Indians.. The Iroquois gave them titles 
which could descend throuczh inheritance. 

Much time was passed in games and 
recreations, which were sometimes 
regarded as civil affairs. Naturally, the 
magician was a powerful fiourr, althouch 
in reality, as Lewis Mumford has said, 
“madcic gives only the illusion of power 
to those who submit to the power of 
illusion. ” However, games were governed 
by dreams. and dreams had to be 
interpreted by the magician. Feasts were 
made beforeliand to ascertain the results 
of a contest. This was quite contrary to 
our habit of feasting in a. fraternity where 


victors and losers recall their contests. 
Indian chiefs arranged  inter-village 
eames, and even wasted public means 


therein : for they gambled away the goods 

o“ the community and often came to blows. 

Women also took part in athletic | 
contests which were held in honour of the 
dead and for the recovery of the sick. 

Sometimes the games were dedicated to n- 
particular idol or to the moon when that 
was at the full.

From this ‘‘salarium’’ the 
modern word “salary” was derived.

We all do our best work when 
accompanied by some regular habit, even 
if it be that cultivated by American clerks 
of chewing gum.

The Cult of Flowers. 


One of the most pleasing results of the 
round of festivities that this year has seen 
in Dublin is the growing interest in the 
cult of flowers. There is hardly a street 
to-day where, however poor the in- 
habitants, there is not a host of well- 
stocked flower-boxes. It is a most hopeful 
sign, this attempt to brighten ugly sur- 
roundings, and may weil prove a jumping- 
off point for tackling one aspect of the 
slum problem. It is a move against the 
old attitude of leaving sleeping dirt to lie. 
Local authorities might consider’ the 
practicability of fostering this spirit by 
offering prizes for the best show of window 
flowers. The new housing scheme areas 
are not behindhand. I have been 
pleasurably surprised to watch men, but 
recently unaware almost of what a garden 
was, busy in their plots, looking after 
economy with a kitchen garden, and after 
beauty with a flower garden We are, 
after all, not a people of townsmen. 1 am 
told that in the People’s Gardens in 
Phenix Park the respect that the city 
children have for the flowers and the beds, 
und the delight that they take in the 
colour, is extraordinary. 


The Mighty Mouse. 


The other day I had occasion to look 
for a book in a case which I do not often 
have to visit, and I found, to my horror. 
that if I were but a rare visitor, mice 
were not. They had wrought considerable 
havoc with pages and bindings. Having 
initiated a counter offensive with cheese 
and traps, it occurred to me that mice had 
recently been responsible for damage in 
various places quite disproportionate to 
their size. One nearly succeeded in 
suffocating a household by casually 
turning on the gas during its nocturnal 
depredations, Another caused a Cologne 
restaurateur considerable anguish of mind 
by rejecting all the other succulences of 
his establishment in favour of a hundred 
mark note in the till. Some while ago an 
underground railway system was put 
temporarily out of action by a mouse, who 
eat through some insulators. The fact 
that his gluttony brought upon him the 
well-merited penalty of electrocution 
hardly compensated the business men who 
missed deals, or the gentlemen who were 
late for their appointments, for those 
unxious moments of disbelieved explana- 
tion before the Press corroborated them.

CIVIC WEEK WINDOW- 
DRESSING. 


METHODS EMPLOYED IN 
JUDGING. 


Judging the window displays made 
citv traders during Civic Week, 1929, . 
volved an inspection spread over the entire 
city, and the services of fifteen judges were 
requisitioned for the work. All windows 
were judged on the same formula—viz., 
Cleanliness (15), selling effect (25), novelty 
(15), attractiveness (15), workmanship (15), 
and ticketing (15). <. 

After inspection, where sufficient merit 
was shown, the windows were marked, and 
some 400 were taken into account. Generally 
speaking, the displays were good; for more 
than 50 per cent. received 50 or more marks 
out of 100, and many were close on the 50 
mark. Forty firms received between 80 and 
100 marks, and seventeen received 90 marks 
or over. ‘Ten prizes of £5 each have been 
awarded by the Civic Week Commitéee to 
the first ten firms whose names have already 
been announced. 

Perhaps one of the most encouraging fea- 
tures in this matter is the notable improve- 
ment in the displays in the outlying dis- 
tricts, and many of the smaller stores m the 
heart of the city. 

ROOM FOR IMPROVEMENT. 

There are, however, three features which 
not only leave room for considerable im- 
provement, but possibly open up channels for 
enterprising traders to fill the needs. ‘These 
three points are cSeanliness, ticketing, and 
novelty. 

In regard to cleanliness, it was frequently 
noticed that the top portions of the win- 
dows were neglected entirely by the cleaner, 
or just slightly rubbed. Again, the fly

| menace was evident in the shops selling food- 


| stuffs. 


A reputation for scrupulous clean- 
liness is a valuable asset to every food mer- 
chant, 

As to ticketing—this is weak in Dublin— 
many firms rely upon the efforts of a mem- 
ber of the staff, aud this discounts the gene. 
ral appearance of many a window. “here 
are many able ticket writers in the city, and 
their help could be requisitioned with mutual 
profit, not only as regards the price tickets, 
but, equally important, those neat little 
cards which tell something about the goods 
exhibited and the services offered. 

NOVELTY NOT VALUED. 

Novelty seems not to be regarded as an 

important feature in window dressing. If 
conceived with a definitely relative purpose 
it can be daringly exploited with success in 
the dullest of times. 
_ In an otherwise interesting competition it 
is regrettable to note that there was not 
sufficient response from the provision trade 
to justify the awarding of prizes so com- 
mendably offered by the Ministry of Agri- 
culture for the best display of Irish food- 
stuffs during the week.

passes without someone being killed or 
injured; yet the authorities seem to look 
“upon the slaughter of the innocents with 
indifierence. The Minister of Home 
Affairs periodically produces an appalling 
list of fatal accidents, but his department 
is apparently unable, or unwilling, to 
introduce regulations which would lead to 
a safer system of traffic control. To many 
motorists the power of their ears indicates 
the speed limit, although, on the other 
band, there are hundreds of careful 
drivers. ‘‘Scorching’’ takes place daily 
in the suburbs, and even in the heart of 
the city the ‘‘ road-hog’’ may be seen. 

Dr. Graham, in commenting once more 
on the perils of the streets, mentions that 
a lot has been said about stupid people 
who do not run away from motorists, 
but, in answer to that, he asks if the 
Lord made these stupid péople to be a 
target for reckless drivers. In his 
opinion, motor cars should be compelled 
to stop when approaching stationary 
tram-cars, with passengers getting on and 
off, and he points out that it can be done. 
The worthy coroner, who has given a 
great deal of consideration to this subject, 
declares that motorists must learn to 
exercise judgment, and delay when 
necessary, but it is difficult to convince 
careless people of their responsibilities, 
and, as Dr. Graham caustically remarks. 
some of the cars are being driven by 
young women under age who should be 
tied to their mothers’ apron strings. 


BELFAST ART GALLERY. 


Although the new Art Gallery and 
Museum of Belfast has not yet been 
formally opened, thousands of visitors 
have already passed through its doors, 
and tourists were delighted with the 
splendid collection of Irish antiquities, 
prehistoric objects, pictures, and curiosi- 


ties displayed in the various halls. The 
report of the Committee, covering the 
period from ist April, 1927, to 3lst 


March last. has just been issued, and it 
contains information regarding the 
staging and care of the exhibits, while it 
also gives a sketch of the work done since 
the building was completed. Critics have 
complained that the Selection Committee 
has not always purchased what was best. 
particularly with regard to pictures, and 
it has been suggested that the advice ol 
representative artists should be obtained 
when additions are being made to the 
gallery. Nevertheless, there are many 
notable examples of portraits and land- 
scapes hung on the walls, while the 
corridors contain some very beautiful 
specimens of sculpture in marble. 
Important purchases made recently 
include a number of antiquities from the 
collection of the late Francis Joseph 
Bigger, among those acquired being im- 
plements of the Bronze Age. sepulchral 
urns and Irish Volunteer relics of much 


interest. The linen industry, about 
which so much is heard at present. 
Is represented by a fine Dutch 


portrait of Louis Crommelin, the modern 
‘founder of the trade in Ireland: and 
there is also a painting of the celebrated 
Henry Joy McCracken. The gallery is 
new, and has not the fame and reputation 
of similar institutions in other centres ; 
but it must be remembered that Belfast

REPORT ON- WORKING OF 
FIRST SESSION,

REGISTRAR FOR IRISH 
SOCIETY,

Mr. F. J. Fitzpatrick, P.C., President of 
the Pharmaceutical Society of Ireland, pre- 
sided at the September meeting of the 
Council, 

The Registrar (Miss E. C. Grene) read a 
letter from Dr. James Ashe, M.P.S.L, of 
19 Merrion square, Dublin, who wrote :—As a 
very old lifemember —thirty-two years—I 
would like to make a suggestion, which I do 
not know even is in order, that the present 
President be given another year of office. The 
Society is going through a critical stage, and 
he is conyersant with all details and has met 
those who are most to be dealt with in future 
legislation. He was a marked success in the 
British Pharmaceutical Conference, Even 
those who might not have seen eye to eye 
with him in some details acknowledge his 
absolute straightness and adherence to his 
work. He has on all occasions been governed 
by what he considered best in the interest of 
the Pharmaceutical Society. Under these 
circumstances, I conceive the best interest of 
the Society would be served by adopting, if 
possible, my suggestion.” 

The President said that he was sure they 
were very grateful to Dr. Ashe for his 
kindly interest, but it was his (the 
President's) last appearance in the chair. 

The Vice-President (Mr. D. J. Nugent) 
said that he resented Dr. Ashe sg interference 
in the matter. Dr. Ashe's association with 
the Society consisted in coming to the annual 
meeting, making a speech which nobody 
listened to, and clearing out, Dr. Ashe was 
not a pharmacist. 

The Registrar read a letter from the 
Registrar of the South African Pharmacy 
Board stating that under its Act the Board 
was unable to recognise any examinations 
unless full reciprocity was entered into with 
the country granting the certificate. ‘‘Under 
these circumstances,” the letter stated, “ the 
Board will not be able to recognise your 
examinations passed prior to January, 1929."’ 


THE RECENT CONFERENCE, 

The Registrar read a letter from Mr. Hugh 
N. Linstead, Secretary to the Pharmaceutical 
Society of Great Britain in reference to the 
meeting of the British Pharmaceutical Con- 
ference held in Dublin last July. The letter, 
which was addressed to Mr, Fitzpatrick, 
President of the Society, stated :—‘‘ You will 
have seen from the Pharmaceutical Journal 
that, at their meeting this month, the Council 
endeavoured to express their appreciation of 
the work done by the local committee, and, by 
yourself in particular, in arranging for the 
Conference meeting. The arrangements could 
not have been more carefully nor thoroughly 
carried out, and the large number of 
British visitors will carry away with them 
the happiest memories of Irish hospitality. 
The Council asked me to convey to the mem- 
Lers of. the Executive Committee and to each 
of the other Committeés, as .well as to the 
members of your own Council, “heir graieful 
and cordial thanks for all that was done to 
make the Conference the success that it was. ' 
The President and the Vice-President ex- 

ressed their appreeiation of Mr. Linstead’s 
fetter.

DUBLIN SCHOOL'S PROGRESS. 
A report on the working of the recently estab- 
lished Dublin School of Pharmacy for the session 
1928-1989, from the lecturer, Mr. T. J. Smith, 
M.P.8.I., was submitted, It stated that the 
number of siudents who enrolled for the 
course provided was very gratifying, as 
throughout the three terms of the session the 
school was accommodating virtually its full 
capacity. In the first term (October-December), 
after the sixth lecture, it was found necessary 
to decline several further applications from 
intending students, as the school was filled to 
the maximum which they could then deal 
with. On securing equipment for a further 
three students, which brought the maximum 
which they could cater for in any one term 
to thirty-three students, the two succeeding 
terms were each attended by thirty-two 
students, giving a total for the session of 
ninety-four out of a possible ninety-six 
students. 
The students maintained a keen interest in 
the work of the course, as, with the exception 
of the first term, at least seventy-five per 
cent. presented themselves for the examination 
held at the end of each term. The results of 
the three term examinations were as follow :— 
Term October-December—30 students; 15 
examined ; 12 passed, 
Term January-March—32 
examined ; 25 passed. 
Term April-June—32 students; 24 examined ; 
passed. 
As he anticipated when discussing the 
syllabus with the School Committee before 
the opening of the school, it was found quite im- 
possible to give the subjects adequate treat- 
ment in the short time available. With the 
exception of two lectures devoted to per- 
centage estimation and the conversion of P..P. 
formule into imperial units, the important 
rection of the subject dealing with Galenical 
pharmacy had to be omitted entirely. Two 
further lectures were provided dealing with 
incompatibility, the remaining lectures being 
given to a systematic course in dispensinz. 
It was not found possible to provide any 
practical work for the students in the com- 
pounding of ointments, among o.her items 
owing to the lack of time. To provide further 
time for compounding, also instruction in the 
composition and processes for preparing the 
Galenicals, with practical work on typical 
members of each group, the extension of tho 
course to three lectures a week was very mnch 
tu be desired. ‘The written and oral sections 
of the Licence Examination required an int:- 
mate knowledge of the Galenicals, but it was 
found quite impossible to include tom in the 
present course, He had prepared a suggested 
syllabus for the extended course, with three 
lectures a week, for their consideration. 
After a long discussion, it was decided to 
continue the classes for two nights a week, as 
at present. 
he reports of the Examiners, which were 
submitted, showed that thirty-five candidates 
submitted themselves for the Licenca Exami- 
nation, of whom four passed ; that there were 
thirteen for the Pharmaceutical Assistant 
Examination, of whom eight passed; that 
there were four candidates for the Registered 
Druggist Examination, none of whum passed ; 
and that there were twenty-six candidates for 
the Preliminary Examination, of whum 
twelve passed.

CANDID CRITICISMS. 


The creation of a new organisation to re- 
place what it calls the ' semi-moribund 
Gaelic League’ is urged in the current issue 
of The Star, the unofficial organ of the Free 
State Government. 

Having mentioned that the Most Rev. i}. 
O'Doherty, Bishop of Galway, recently in- 
vited the Gaelic Fa ue [without success) to 
move in the matter of establishing some sort 
of machinery, whereby the language work 
being done in the schools might be con- 
tinued outside, the journal adds :— | 

‘The majority of those conne:ted with 
Conradh na Gaedhilge (the Gaelic League) 
to-day seem to concern themselves more wit: 
attempts to belittle the efforts sf the Govern. 
ment to push forward the language than to 
devise well-thought-out schemes along the 
lines suggested by the Bishop of Galway. 
The advent of continuation schools will do 
something to meet the urgent need of which 
the Bishop spoke, but many years must 
elapse before that scheme is in full working 
order throughout the length and breadth of 
the country. In the meantime, it is vital 
that a new organisation should be called into 
being to replace the semi-moribund Gaelic 
League, which ‘seems to have outlived its 
usefulness as an agency for Gaelicism in the 
country.”’ 


A NEW ORGANISATION NEEDED. 

The journal concludes by asking :f it is 
too much to hope that those who are sin- 
cerely anxious to see Irish once more the 
language of the people may come together in 
the near future to found a new body to do 
the work which all interested in the revival 
of Irish realise to be essential to success in 
this direction.

IRISH JOCKEY’S 
DEATH. 


ACCIDENT DESCRIBEDAT 
THE INQUEST. 

At the Drogheda Cottage Hospital, the 
Curragh, Co. Kildare, yesterday, an inquest 
was held on J. H. Harty, a jockey, who was 
fatally injured when riding in a flat race at 
Curragh Races last Wednesday. Dr. O'Neill, 
the Coroner for Co. Kildare, sat with a

; je Barrett, a jockey, who rode in 
the same race, said that Harty, who was 24 
years of age and a native of Croom, Co. 
Limerick, was riding Kirkurd, the property 
of Mr. T. K. Laidlaw, in the mile flat at the 
Curragh on Wednesday. When he had gone 
only part of the course—about a farlong— 
the animal bolted to the left. It was then 
approaching one of the posts which mark the 
course, and in trying to pull up the horse 
Harty fell, striking his heed against the eight- 
foot post. 

J. Moylan, another jockey in the race, 
who was behind Harty when he fell, said 
that the other jockeys were following him, 
and no one could have “ pressed ” Harty. 

Dr. E. T. Coady, Kildare, who was called 
to the hospital after the accident, said that 
Surgeon Maunsell, of Dublin, accompanied 
him. They found Harty wuneonscious and 
bleeding from the nose, suffering from a frac- 
ure.at the base of the skull. They visited 
him again after the lapse of an hour and a 
half, but could do nothing for him. Death 
was due to laceration of the brain caused by 
the fracture. 

A verdict in accordance with the medical 
evidence was returned.

Mr. Thomas’s Mission. 

The City of London has decided to confer 
its freedom on Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
and Mr. Philip Snowden. This great 
honour will be tendered to the Prime 
Minister and the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer on account of their notable 
services to the British nation during recent 
weeks. Britain’s international concerns 
have been adjusted; her relations with 
her debtors have been clarified, and the 
hope of lasting peace among the peoples 
of the world has been furthered notably 
by the firm stand which these statesmen 
have made in maintaining the late Govern- 
ment’s policy. Our London Correspondent, 
in reporting the drift of public opinion 
in the imperial capital, has said that the 
Labour Government’s conduct of foreign 
relations has earned general approval, but 
that smaller success has been enjoyed in 
the attack upon domestic problems. Un- 
employment is not appreciably less severe 
than it was when the Labour Government 
came into power. The Government, in 
fact, is popular in spite of its socialistic 
doctrines, and not because of them, Those

candidates sought votes at the election 
still stand unfulfilled.

Noxious - Drugs. 


By her forthcoming ratification of the 
Geneva Opium Convention the Irish Free 
State associates herself with a holy war. 
During recent years the illicit traffic in 
dangerous drugs—such as morphine, 
cocaine and heroin—has increased with 
the increase of international communica- 
tions. Governments combat it with heavy 
penalties, but for at least two reasons 
their task is difficult. These drugs, 
enormously powerful in proportion to 
their bulk, lend themselves to the 
smuggler’s art; and their victims always 
are ready to pay high prices for them. 
The successful “ running ” of a single 
consignment may make a trafficker rich 
for life. By the Geneva Convention of 
1925 the leading Governments of both 
hemispheres agreed to use all their powers 
for the suppression of this abominable 
trade. Progress was reviewed this week 
at Geneva by the appropriate Committee 
of the League of Nations, and witness 
after witness from different lands testified 
to disappointing results. In the Old 
World the efforts of the best-intentioned 
Governments to kill the traffic within 


their borders have been futile. For 
instance, the Egyptian Government 


adinits a state of demoralisation in certain 
quarters of Cairo, where two important 


channels of supply were discovered to 
begin in Vienna and Switzerland. It 
seems that gangs exist in Vienna whose 
members, travelling by ship as first-class 
passengers, carry stores of noxious drugs 
in pecret compartments of American 
“ wardrobe’’ trunks. The Chinese dele- 
gate to the Opium Coimmittee at Geneva 
protests his Government’s desire to stop

The Bible. 


The annual report of the British and 


Foreign Bible Society was _ published 
yesterday, and with it was issued a supple- 
mentary pamphlet, entitled “ Another 


Milestone,’’ which deals more particularly 
with the development of the last quarter 
of a century. A most remarkable progress 
is disclosed. It appears that there was 
not only.a large increase this year in the 
home sales, but, whereas in 1904 the 
Society's total real property. was repre- 
sented by the Bible house in Queen 
Victoria street, fifty-six more houses have 
been built since then, thus providing 
publishing centres in the world’s capitals 
outside Europe. “Our figures,” said the 
Reverend E. W. Smith, “do not show any 
sign that the British people are ceasing to 
purchase the Scriptures.’’ Furthermore, 
the most encouraging results have been 
achieved in the Dominions and in Moslem 
lands, such as China, Japan and Korea. 
To-day, Canada is raising the large sum olf 
100,000 dollars as a thank-offering to head- 
quarters, while from Australia and New 
Zealand the gifts to London have increased 
from £2,000 a year to £18,000 a year. Even 
in the ‘‘holy places’’ of Islam, where, 
twenty years ago, no Bible-seller could 
enter unmolested, now the Scriptures are 
sold openly. One exception exists. The 
Union of Socialist Soviet Republics will 
have no dealings with the Bible. Some few 
copies are smuggled into the country, but 
the ban of the Moscow Government, to all 
intents and purposes, has closed the door 
on the Society’s efforts in that direction. 
Nevertheless, God's Word now is printed in 
three hundred and twenty-two languages, 
which figure represents an addition 
of one language every five weeks during 
the last twenty-five years. In the 
kraals of the veldt, in the dusty plains of 
Hindustan, as in the quiet homesteads of 
these islands, the Book is available. 
Indeed, the Bible Society has achieved a

ALFRED DE BURGH. 


(By “OLD COLUMBAN,”’) 

It was in the summer of the year 1870 
that ! was sént to St. Columba’s College, 
and there made the acquaintance of Alfred 
De Burgh. We were of the same age. He 
did not play games, and as,.owing to a 
continental education, I did not know. how 
to play cricket, we very soon strutk up a 
play-hour friendship. He was fond of talk- 
ing, and talked extremely well. He had 
already read a good deal, and seemed to 
me then to have a most original mind, as 
well as to have thought out matters like a 
grown-up son. I recollect his declaring 
that, though he did not approve of games, 
he made an exception of football; for a maul 
there gave one an opportunity of getting a 
kick at the shins of that master who had 
— unjust. impositions on one during 
class. 

De Burgh did not care in the least for 
those occupations that most boys take to— 
such as bird-nesting, yvabbit and bird- 
catching, field sports. Reading and talking 
were what he liked. His great friend at 
school was T. W. Rolleston; they were con- 
stantly seen walking together. They entered 
Trinity College a year before I did. J 
remember calling one day on _ Rolleston 
shortly after he had taken rooms in the 
College and finding De Burgh there. They 
were discussing Matthew Arnold and ‘ Litera- 
ture and Dogma.’’ While at school, I heard 
De Burgh on more than one occasion relate 
that at home, when he was quite a small 
boy, he found the Doctor of Divinity’s hood 
which had belonged to his father, and put 
it on his back. ‘Then he paraded before 
his mother and sisters, saying, ‘‘One day | 
shall be wearing this.” As De Burgh was 
always first in Scripture while at mt sal it 
seemed but natural that he should have 
entered the Divinity School, and that he 
should have obtained a First Class Testi- 
monium there. All his family and most of 
his friends thought that, after he had got 
his Arts degree, the next step would be 
his ordination. To the surprise of all his 
relatives, however, he viddeuly announced 
one morning that he had given up any idea 
of becoming a clergyman, and had obtained 


a plot of ground in Canada from the 
Government and was about to start imme- 
diately. 


The next bombshell was the announcement 
that a lady who, with her brother, was a 
visitor at the house had become engaged to 
him and would follow him in Canada as 
soon as he had secured his plot of land. 
Most thought that an unpractical fellow like 
Alfred De Burgh—a regular bookworm— 
would fare very badly in a new country 
where booklore would be of no account and 
everything depended upon manual work. But 
De Burgh had pluck and determination, He 
had, indeed, a time «f durance in Manitoba, 
especially at first. He had not realised the 
importance of building a house as a neces- 
sary preliminary for weathering a long Cana- 
dian winter. e and his wife had only a 
tent for shelter during the first winter, and 
the hardship they went. through can be 
better imagined than described. After some 
years, and when, as De Burgh told me, he 
had disposed of his plot of ground without 
feeling that he had lost any money in the 
transaction, he returned to Ireland. He was 
still as much a lover of books as ever, but, 
besides, as efficient with his hands, as prac- 
tical a man as | ever met. If anyone needed 
help m the house—upholstering, carpentry, 
gardening, setting up electric wires and what 


not—De Burgh would delight in being 
serviceable and obliging. 
Another notable change had come over 


him. Whereas in his youth he rather despised 
games, now it wag talk which he contemned, 
though it was as much as ever a privilege 
to hear him discourse. He was always clear 
and to the point. Though he was never 
ordained, both in his private life and 
in his conduct as a citizen he appeared 
to me to be most like @ conseientious clergy- 
man. For years he was very kind to an 
invalid brother of mine, and he visited 
regularly till her death my aged mother. 
Trinity College has, indeed, sustained a 
great loss and a public one. To me it is the 
personal loss of a valued friend.

The 
Queen told me that she had come from San- 
dringham to see the place as it was nor- 
mally, and she insisted on inspecting every 
part of the colony,

was particularly -interested in the trunk 
workshop, and bought a number of trunks. 
suit cases and handbags, including one of 
our patent Gladstone bags: All the goods 
are made by the patients, and her comment 
was: ‘I think they are very well done, in- 
deed.” She bought two collar boxes for her 
chauffeur and footman, and would not. have 
them wrapped up. ‘No, 1 want to give the 
boxes to them now,’ she said, and at once 
walked to the men, who were delighted with 
the gifts.

The Future of Irak. 


The future of Irak is the subject of 
much discussion in diplomatic quarters 
at the moment, and it is said that its 
aspirations for independence have been 
viewed with sympathy by Lord Passfield, 
as Secretary for the Dominions. .

THE MEMBERS OF THE 
COMMONWEALTH. 


“ STATEMENT BY MR. 


ARTHUR HENDERSON, 


From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 


GENEVA, Thursday. 

Mr. Arthur. Henderson, the British 
I oreign Minister, .on behali of Great 
Britain, signed the Optional Clause of. the 
Statute of the Permanent.Court of Inter- 
national Justice, at the Secretariat of the 
League of Nations this afternoon. 

The clause was also signed by the dele- 
gates from India, South Africa and New 
Zealand. The Australian nd Canadian 
delegates were unable to sign, owing to 
their not having received instructions from 
their Governments in vegard to ithe 
common formula of reservation. 


THE RESERVATIONS. 


In signing the clause the British and 
other Dominion delegates accepted the 
jurisdiction of the Court for a period of 
ten years in all disputes other than: 


(1) Disputes in regard to which the parties 
agree to have recourse to some other 
method of peaceful settlement ; 


(2) Disputes with the Governments ol 
other members of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations, all of which shall 
be settled as the parties agree ; 


(3) Disputes with regard to questions 
which’ by international Jaw fall ex- 
clusively within the jurisdiction ol 
the signatory ; 

Fourthly and lastly, the signatories re- 
serve the right to require that pro- 
ceedings in the Court shall be 
suspended in respect of any dispute 
submitted to and under consideration 
by the Council of the League, pro- 
vided that such suspension shall be 
limited to a period of twelve montis, 
or such. longer periods as may be 
aureed upon by the parties to the 
dispute, or determined by a decision 
of all the members of the Council 
other than the parties. to the dispute. 


Tt is understood that the Canadian 
Government intends to sign, and the fact 
that no instructions have been received is 
gue to there not having been a meeting ol 
the Canadian Cabinet. 


SUBJECT TO RATIFICATION. 

The British and Dominions signatures 
were subject to ratification on the usual 
conditions of reciprocity, and may, after 
the end of ten years, continue in force 
until. such time as notice is given to 
terminate the acceptance. 

In a short speech Mr. Arthur Hender- 
son said that the signatures were sub- 
ject to ratification, and this would enuble 
the question to be-raised in Parliament, if 
so desired, before the acceptance of the 
compulsory jurisdiction came into opera- 
tion. - Disputes with other «members of 
the British Commonwealth were excluded 
because they were not international units 
individually in the fullest sense of the 
term. The members of the Commonwealth 
were united by their common allegiance 
to the Crown. Disputes between them, 
therefore, should be dealt with by some 
other mode of settlement, and provision 
was made for this in the exclusion clause. 


OTHER SIGNATURES. 


The signature of the Optional Clause of 
The Hague statutes of the Court of Inter- 
national Justice and the statements made 


by several of the participants were 
witnessed by & large public with the 
greatest interest, and speeches and 
signatures were greeted with general 
applause. 


The first announcement made was that 
of France, who declared her renewal of 
her acceptance of the Optional Clause for 
a period of five years. 

The next speaker was Mr. Henderson. 
a summary of whose speech has been 

iven. 

Then followed Sir James Parr, who 
announced the allegiance of New Zealand 
for a period of ten years under the con- 
ditions as detailed by Mr. .Henderson. 

Mr. Louw (South Africa) followed. He 
declared that-he accepted ipso facto the 
jurisdiction of The Hague Court on terms 
of reciprocity. In view, however, of Mr. 
Henderson's statement, he wished to say 
with reference to disputes between 
members of the Empire that, although in 
the view of his Government such disputes 
were justiciable by the Court of Interna- 
tional Justice, his Government preferred 
to settle them by other means. Hence the 
reservation. 

Sir Mzhommed Habibullah (India) 
declared that India accepted the clause 
on the same terms as set forth by Mr. 
Henderson. 


‘AUSTRALIA AND CANADA. 


Then followed Sir Granville Ryrie 
(Australia), who declared that, owing to 
the political crisis in Australia, he had 
received no instructions from his Govern- 
ment, and, therefore, was unable to sign

Senator Dandurand (Canada) declared 
hat he had no instructions yet authorising

Dr. Benes (Czecho-Slovakia) declared 
the acceptance of Czecho-Slovakia of the 
Dptional Clause in all cases which have 
pot been submitted for action by the 
League Council.

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ATTITUDE OF THE OTHER 
DOMINIONS., 


From Revrter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Thursday. 

Mr. Louw, the High Commissioner for 
South Africa in London, who is under- 
stood to have taken a prominent part in 
the recent discussions between the dele- 
gates of Great Britain and the Dominions 
regarding the Optional Clause, when inter- 
viewed by a Press representative here to- 
day, declined to discuss the inter-Com- 
monwealth conversations which have taken 
place since September 2nd. a 

Questioned with regard to the doubts 
which have been expressed outside as to 
whether the International Court would 
have jurisdiction in ‘inter-Commonwealth 
disputes, Mr. Louw. said that he saw 
no reason for any doubt on this 
point. According to the 1926 Imperial 
Conference resolutions, the Dominions 
were fully equal in status to 
Great Britain in every respect, and each 
Dominion thereby became an inter- 
national unit in every sense of the term 
and in exactly the same way as Great 
Britain herself was an international unit. 
The Dominions, therefore, had the fullest 
right, if they should desire to exercise it, 
to take inter-Commonwealth disputes to 
the International Court. 

DOUBTS DISPELLED. 

“Tí there had been any doubts,’’ said 
Mr. Louw, “ they should be dispelled by 
the express reservation made by Great 
Britain and the Dominions, when signing 
the Optional Clause, to the effect that 
inter-Commonwealth disputes will not be 
taken to the International Court.” 

That reservation, he added, was 
equivalent to the admission that the 
International Court had full jurisdiction 
in such disputes. If that were not the 
case, then obviously it would not have 
been necessary to make such reservations. 

Questioned regarding the statement 
published in some English newspapers 
that the delegates from the Dominions 
were taken by surprise by the  unex- 
pected acceptance of the Optional Clause 
by the Irish Free State, Mr. Louw, 
speaking for: himself, said that this was 
not the case, and he believed the same 
applied to the other Dominion delegates. 


VISCOUNT CECIL’S 
PROPOSALS. 


THE BEST SAFEGUARDS 
AGAINST WAR, 


From HEUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Thursday. 

In the “Third Committee this morning 
Viscount Cecil submitted his resolution 
regarding the reduction and limitation of 
the personnel and material of land and 
fea and air forces, which, inter alia, re- 
opens on the trained reserves. - 

Lord Cecil said that he made no apology 
for calling the committee’s attention to 
the progress of the work of disarmament ; 
for, in stressing the importance of. dis- 
armament, the committee would be rightly 
interpreting the feelings of the great 
majority of the population of the world. 
He was impressed more and more every 
year with the intense desire of those 
populations to see something effective 
done in the direction of the limitation and 
reduction of armaments. 

There was an overwhelming case for 
disarmament on the grounds of economy, 
treaty obligations, and, most of all, the 
maintenance of security and peace. Dis- 
armament was the only direct and posi- 
tive safeguard against the outbreak of 
war, and was the corner stone of the 
edifice of peace. 

PREPARATORY COMMISSION. 

He would ‘regard it as a most astonish- 
ing attempt to limit the usefulness of the 
League of Nations if it were to be said 
that they had no right to pass any resolu- 
tion or make any suggestion upon the 
work of the reduction and limitation of 
armaments which was being carried on by 
the Preparatory Commission. 

In regard. to sea armaments, the Pre- 
paratory Commission on Disarmament was 
at a deadlock. Nothing had been done 
since in that Committee, but negotiations 
had proceeded outside, and he believed 
that progress had been made. This matter 
would come back to the Preparatory Com- 
mission after the Naval Conference between 
the five Powers. 

The reduction and limitation of naval 
forces was not enough. Limitation of land 
forces was equally necessary. The limita- 
tion of the numbers of land forces and of 
the period of service remained in the same 
position, and there had been even a retro- 
gression since 1927. 


LIMITATION OF MATERIAL. 

In the limitation of material they were 
all agreed no one could doubt the growing 
importance of material in land warfare, 
and it went to the very root of the matter 
to see whether -it could be limited. 

In regard to limiting budgetary expendi- 
ture and the question of supervision, 
nothing had been done since 1927. Putting 
aside some small-advance here and there, 
there had been almost no advance in the 
Preparatory Commission since 1927, though 
there had been a great advance in regard 
to arbitration. IA ee 

That was not very encouraging in.view 
of the great appeal made for progress in 
this matter. He-felt they ought to make 
any suggestion they could to the Prepara- 

Commission as to the possible lines 
on. which they might - examine or re- 
examine the matter.

A SERIOUS PROBLEM. 

Grain-growers, ‘said the Very Rev. P. 
Hipwell, who presided, had to place their 
grai.. in stores without knowing: what} 
price they were going to get for their 
produce. . This was a problem which re- 
quired immediate and serious considera- 
tion from their legislators. . Grain . pro- 
ducers did not get a living wage, and, 
where they had a market, it was a 
‘“‘jumpy’’ one, and they were not paid 
for their labour. 

Other points made by the Chairman | 
were:—The plea of the grain-grower for J. 
amelioration of his conditions is justi- 
fied; prevailing prices for home-grown 
cereals spell ruin for him; prices are bad 
because there is no adequate market ; 
tillage is still steadily declining; it is an 
inexorable’ economic -faect that for every 
acre of ploughed land-let ge-to grass three 
persons migrate from the rural areas to 
the towns and cities, or‘emigrate to other 
countries ; viewed nationally, the net agri- 
cultural output of our arable land is far 
too low; the imports’ of agricultural pro- 
duce, particularly of cereals, are too high ; 
the imports of maize cost the Free State 
in 1928 £4,048,000, and this year there is 
no diminution of imports so far; maize’ 
Is In NO Way superior to good Irish oats, 
barley, wheat or rye; and this conference 
will concentrate. on devising a method to 
displace maize with home-grown grain. 


THE SALE OF MAIZE. 

The Secretary, Mr. J. J. Bergin 

(Athy), said that. the chief motive of 
the conference embodied a request to tho 
Government immediately to introduce 
legislation to give effect to the scheme for 
the admixture of 15 per cent. of home- 
grown grain with maize before sale. 
_ ‘The position is,” he said, “that the 
Government Party haé put up objections 
to the scheme, while the other parties have 
not, and we have aimed at putting the 
individual members vf thé largest political 
party in An Saorstat in possession of our 
side of the case, so that the proposal 
might receive the consideration that i; 
deserves when debated in legislative 
circles, The Growers’ Association is in no 
way hostile to other organisations working 
towards the same goal, cven though by 
different -:nethods. We welcome every 
assistance, ‘however slight, and will be 
ready to co-operate so long as we are satis- 
fied that any proposals put forward are 
genuine attempts to help a long-neglected 
section of the industry, and that the pro- 
posals are not camouflaged attempts to 
secure political aggrandisement.”’ 


THE ASSOCIATION. 

The Rev. Father Higgins. proposed “ ‘That 
the name of this Association be ‘The Irish 
Grain Growers’ Association’; that it be 
conducted on a strict’ non-political basis, 
and that no matter of a political nature 
be discussed at any mecting under its 
auspices.” 

If, he said, there is any chance of im- 
proving the position of the grain growers, 
it can come only by working this organisa- 
tion along non-party lines, giving the 
individual members the right to any 
political belief, and by opening our ranks 
to the growers of all parties. To be of 
any value to our members we must not 
take sides nor give the support of the 
organisation to any party or person for 
political purposes. On economic lines, 
however, we ought. to reserve the right to. 
give counsel or direction to the individual 
members of this Association, and it ought 
to be i.0 violation of this rule for the 
Executive Committee of the Grain Growers 
Association to advise members to support 
such political aspirants as have been 
known to advance the aims and objects of 
the Irish Grain Growers’ Association. 

Mr. P. J. Birmingham seconded the.reso- 
lution, which was passed. 


INTENSIVE GRAIN GROWING. 

Mr. Henderson (Kildare) proposed ‘ That

One man was killed and another 
seriously injured in an air crash near 
Welling, three miles from Woolwich, 
yesterday. .- Both were taken to the 
Woolwich and District Hospital. 

Arthur Norman Brunning, of High 
street, Plumstead, near Woolwich, was 
piloting a ’plane owned by Surrey Flying 
Services, Croydon Air Port, with Mr. 8. 
U. Annis, of Woodmansterne road, Streat- 
ham, London, as passenger, when the 
machine crashed st Maxwell’s Farm, on 
the Sidcup by-pass road near Welling, 
Kent, Railway Station. 

Brunning died almost immediately, and 
Annis was taken to hospital, suffering 
from injuries to the head and a dislocated 
hip. Brunning was a single man. 

Mr. W. Maxwell, of Westwood Farm, 
Sidcup, in whose field the "plane crashed, 
said to á Press Association reporter :— 
“ When I first saw the ’plane it was about 
two thousand fcet up and flying in the 
direction of Croydon. A few moments 
later, when I looked again, she was only 
one hundred and fifty feet up. 

“The pilot was then attempting to land 
in a field some distance away. Apparently 
he found that he could not manage it; 
for he rose again, but there was po 
exhaust noise, so I imagine he could get 
no response from his engine. 

“Then swiftly the machine fell, 
nose burying itself in the ground. 

** Several of us who had been watching 
rushed to the ’plane, which did not burst 
into flames. 

“ We helped the pilot and his passenger 
out. The pilot was badly injured, and 
lived only about five minutes,”

OPTIONAL CLAUSE. 


SOME MISGIVINGS. 
—E 


The Times, in a leading article to-day 
on the ‘‘ Optional Clause,” says:—It is 
altogether misleading to represent the 
acceptance of the *‘ Optional Clause’’ as 
enlarging the conventional domain of 
arbitration, and as limiting the possi- 
bilities of war. By the Kellogg Pact this 
domain is already. universal, and: any war 
between the signatories must be a viola- 
tion of the Pact. What the clause does 
do is not to bind the signatories to have 
recourse to arbitration, but, in a wide 
class of disputes, to deprive them of 
recourse to alternative arbitral tribunals, 
and to force them to resort to the Perma- 
nent Court of International Justice, and 
to it alone. The reservations are intended 
to preserve, and probably do preserve, to 
the British signatories their subsisting 
right to this recourse. The decisions of 
this tribunal are final and without appeal, 
and it has powers to decide, as it has done 
in a celebrated case, whether a certain 
matter is within its competence or not. 

Is it desirable for us to restrict our- 
selves to its decisions in “ any question 
of international law ’’—even with the 
exception of the very wide class of such 
questions named in the reservations? The 
Court has deservedly won a high reputa- 
tion in the brief years of its existence, 
but those. years have been too few to 
afford the certitude which alone could 
justify the decision taken yesterday. Mis- 
givings as to this decision will not be 
lessened by the fact that one,. at least, of 
the co-equal partners in this Common- 


wealth of sister nations accepted the

How much did the tramway stoppage of 
five weeks cost the City of Dublin?

LIMITS OF PORT BOARD'S 
RESPONSIBILITY. 


The recent -athing accident at the North 
Bull was the subject of discussion by the 
Dublin Port and Decks Board yesterday, 
when a letter was read from Mr. J. J. 
Byrne, T.D., inquiring what steps the Board 
proposed to take to prevent a recurrence of 
such accidents. 

The Secretary (Mr. E. H. Bailey) an- 
nounced that Mr. Byrne's communication had 
been submitted to the Board’s engineer and 
law agent. The latter reported that his 
understanding was that the place at which 
the accident occurred was not portion of the 
Board’s property at all, and he suggested 
that Deputy Byrne be so informed. The 
engineer reported that his information was 
that the accident took place a eonsiderable 
distance to the east side of the Bull Wall and 
outside the jurisdiction of the Board. He 
mentioned that the Board had erected notices 
on the Bull Wall and on the strand, point:ng 
out ihe dangers of bathing there. Further, 
the Wall was fully equipped with lifebvoys 
and life lines, and similar equipment had n 
provided for years at the small portion of 
the strand east of the Bull Wall that came 
within the Board’s jurisdiction, 

Mr. George Byrne said that, in view of the 
statements which had heen published in the 
public Press regarding this matter, the Press 
should now take note of the letters which had 
just heen read. As a matter of fact, the 
Board had taken every precaution. 

Another member said that the accident had 
occurred far away from the Board's property. 
and Mr. William Hewat said that this should 
be made clear, 

lt was decided -to-forward-the terms. of the 
engineer's and law agent's reports to Deputy 
Ibyrne.

CHANCE TO BECOME A REAL 
HOLIDAY RESORT. 


ORGANISATION NEEDED.

While Wicklow, so convenient to the 
metropolis, is a favourite rendezvous for day 
trippers, also attracts a big ron of 
hbdliday-cinkerd and “' filled out “” this season, 
the general complaint is that the period is 
all too short. 

This year May and June were fine months, 
but it was not till the first and second weeks 
of July that the “summer ” was utilised, 
and for the subsequent eight weeks the 
town was filled-to its utmost capacity. Again, 
the present month has been the most charm- 
mg from every point of view, but the 
visitors have dropped very substantially from 
week to week. Whe public seem determined 
to make the eight weeks of July and August 
the holiday period, forgetful of the glorious 
period in May-June and in September—the 
former when the countryside is so freshly 
green and pleasing to the beholder in a 
wooded, hilly county like Wicklow, and in 
the latter when those same woods and glens 
present the autumnal colours in all their 
glory, while the sea is not only refreshing 
and warm, but actually most beneficial to 
the bather’s health. 

While it is hard to comprehend the 
differentiation, one reason may be that the 
Seaside places themselves do not make a 
proper effort to attract holiday-makers early 
and late. Dances, bands, amusements, etc., 
are al] eagerly provided for the mid-season ; 
very little preparation is made for May or 
June, and when September arrives every- 
thing is quickly dropped. In fact, the one 
and only fault about Wicklow is the laek 
of amusement for the younger people. During 
the past few years we have Soon entertain- 
img visitors from across-Channel, and even 
from the Continent, in increasing numbers, 
and one and all are immediately struck by 
the beautiful scenic surroundings and the 
old-world style of the town. 

MORE AMUSEMENTS WANTED. 

But ‘‘ beauty is only skin deep,” and soon 
they clamour for amusements and entertain- 
ments that a little town like Wicklow cannot 
provide. Too often the unthinking person 
compares us unfavourably with Deuglas, 
Llandudno, Blackpool, etc., there ‘scores of 
thousands of visitors, daily or weekly, render 
investment on a large scale possible. Hence 
it is gradually becoming evident that the 
visitors who are making Wicklow their head. 
qua. crs are family parties or people who 
personally favour the quiet, clean, convenient 
resort, Satisfied with the beauty of the 
resort, the sea bathing and boating, the trips 
inland, the quiet game of golf, or safe with 
children away from the turmoil of the city, 
amid health and loveliness, those people. now 
take houses, furnished or ri or at 
least a number of apartments, as contrasted 
with the trippers of pre-war days, who 
crowded half a dozen into the one room. In 
July and August houses are at a premium 
in Wicklow and district, but hotels and 
boardinghouses do not appear to suffer from 
overcrowding. 

Yet even a small place like Wicklow, 
favoured by nature to a remarkable degree, 
should cater more for the young men and 
women, who, after all, would be the best 
paying proposition. A man out for a 
preenent fortnight will part with £20; the 
amily or elderly party will scruple half that 
amount for the several individuals; and it 1s 
to the interests of the seaside resort, the 
boardinghouse and hotel proprietors, the 
suopkeepers and others to interest and attract 
these young people. Wicklow has done very 
little towards this end. There are no bathing 
arrangements, even of the most primitive 
type. The beach is the cleanest, safest and 
brightest on the east cocst. There is no 
org.nisation of the traders and townspeople 
who would utilise the expansive Murrough 
to make a playground for young and old at 
a fraction of the expense incurred by other 
municipalities, to organise sports, music, 
dancing, games, galas, etc. The only tennis 
ground debars visitors; the golf club remains 
the one and only asset, set above the sea in 
a glorious sweep of headland and cove. 
With light, water, sewerage, bay and harbour 
facilities, river and lake accommodation of 
the finest qualities, situated in the very 
centre of the Garden County, the natural 
headquarters for all the places of beauty and 
interest in County Wicklow, on the main 
artery from Dublin south and. connected 
north and south by ‘bus and train, the town 
of Wicklow should be awake, its people 
should be up and doing, its attractions more 
widely advertised and assisted, and its un- 
doubted advantages worked to yield the 
largest. possible credit to its people, the 
county and the country generally. 
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LITTLE CHANGE 
QUEENSTOWN. 

Despite what has been said of the Irish 
Tourist Development Association s activities 
in the promotion of tourist traffic between 
America and this country, very few Amert- 
cans ol the “' leisured’’ class included lre- 
land in their itineraries, During the two 
busiest months of this year, June and July, 
a total of 7,512 passengers were landed ut 
this port from iiners engaged on the North 
Atlantic passenger service, This represents 
an increase of merely b7 over that for a 
similar period of the preceding year. This 
comparatively small increase 1s que tu a num- 
ber of vastbound vessels taking Galway as 
their port of call. 

It has been computed by local tourist 
agents that of the numbers of Americans 
landing at Queenstown only 15 per cent. at 
the very most could be ciassed tourists in 


AT 


the real sense of the word. ‘the remainder 
were people who, having emigrated some 
years previously, have at last saved up 


sufticient money to enable them pay a visit 
to the old homestead. ‘Lhese, upon reaching 
their destination, remain there until the full 
term of their vacation has expired, and then 
return direct to the land of their adoption. 

This year’s most noticeable feature was 
the exceptional number of travellers drawn 
from. either the working or professional 
‘classes. ‘The moneyed class was conspicuous 
by its absence. This year America made a 
determined effort to keep the tourist in his 
own country, and an extensive and thorough 
Press campaign of ‘‘See America First’’ was 
conducted with great success. Similarly, 
Canada, realising the enormous 1evenue to be 
derived from the American tourist traffic, 
made a determined and successful effort to 
capture a share of the business. 

“Ireland is an ideal tourist country, and 
possesses some of the most beautiful scenery 
in the world,” said a prominent Canadian to 
me the other day, * to entice Americans to 
your country, however, obstacles will 
have to be overcome—viz., the antiquated 
totel systems and the large numbers of men- 
dicants who so persistently accost visitors 
in your streets,” 

“Why don’t you advertise your beautiful 
country: ” said the spokeswoman of a party 
of thirteen business ladies, who sailed from 
this port a fortnight ago. 

“ When setting out from our homes we had 
no idea Ireland was so delightful. You see, 
little is known of your country in America. 

‘Every other tourist country has full-page 
advertisements in all our illustrated maga- 
zines and newspapers, but very little appears 
in praise of the Free State” And this is 
the cry of many Americans returning from 
this port.

AN AVERAGE SEASON. 
Local hotels have had an average season, 
but, on the whole, have not done so well as 
the previous year. The States Hotel, the 
largest in Queenstown, has catered for about 
124 per cent. less visitors than it did in 1928. 
This may be attributed to a number of liners 
landing their quota of visitors at the port of 
Galway. The incoming tourist traffic does 
not benefit the local hotels to such a great 
extent as one would be led to imagine. 
Queenstown is peculiarly situated, inasmuch 
as It Is more or Jess a “‘jumping off stage ”’ 
for the average American. who, im his all- 
important hustle, likes to start immediately 
on his tonr, and has no time to waste at this 
port. Passengers are Janded at the quayside, 
passed through the Cnstoms examination 
station and entrained on a “special,” all 


_within the space of three hours, and are 


thus ‘deprived of any opportsnity of making 
any purchases in this town, | 
Tourists are realising that the infinite 
variety of Ireland’s natural beauties can best 
be viewed by motor car, and a marked in- 
crease has been noted in the number of 
motoring parties from Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. This also applies to our 
American guests, who are fast becoming more 
susceptible to this mode of touring, and are 
bringing their own automcbiles over in creatly 
increasing numbers each successive year.

Much may be said in support of the Irish 
Dairy Shorthorn Breeders’ Societys decree, 
that any animals remaining unsold after their 
seventh annual show and sale .eid to-day 
should not be entitled to the prize money that 
they had been awarded. It must be admitted, 
however, that this will result not only in a 
decrease in the number of exhibits, but also 
in a general lowering of the average quality 
on view. This was especially noticeable in the 
dairy shorthorn classes, for, with the excep- 
tion of the leader, the general staudard was 
helow the average of previous jars. The 
display was not representative of the rapid 
advances that have been due to the activities 
of the Society or the Free State Department 
of Agriculture. 

One gratifying feature was the excellence of 
one or two of the yearling exhibits, which 
were outstanding. Under the circumstances 
it was not surprising that the prices ranged 
around a lower level than might. be expected. 
Nevertheless, bidding was keen 

The top price at the sale was paid by Mr. 
Williams, Cloughjordan, who secured Mr. YI. 
O’Sullivan’s Cloughduv Rowena l7th for a 
moderate forty guineas. This animal, by 
Broadhooks Champion out of Rowena 20th, 
has secured first prize wherever exhibited 
this season, and is well up uo chainpionsh'p 
standard. Mr. O'Sullivan secured several 
first and second prizes with his animals, but 
he was forced to withdraw the majonty of 
them, including his _ pure-bred Shorthorn 
heifer calved in 1928, Cloughduy Rowena 
14th. which reached 31 guineas, and Clough- 
duv Rowena 15th, which, after being brought 
out at 154 guineas, was later sold privately 
to Mr. M. J. Fives, Cappoquin, for 26 
guineas. 

In the Aberdeen-Angus classes the differ- 
ence between the principal prize-winners and 
the other exhibits was remarkable. Captain
